Willow Baptist Church - The 

Willow Baptist Chureh was an 
outgrowth of the North Fork 
Baptist Chureh. Sinee the 
members of the North Fork 
Baptist Chureh who resided 
on Willow Creek suffered in- 
eonvenienee in attending ser- 
viees, they asked permission 
to establish a ehureh whieh 
would be more eonvenient.

were compelled to come to the 
next conference and make ac¬ 
knowledgement and then the 
church proceeded to admonish 
or to put away according to 
the offense. Any male mem¬ 
ber who failed to be at church 
three successive meeting days 
was supposed to come for¬ 
ward and give a reason for his 
absence. 

The location of the church 
was to be at the forks of the 
Bullskin Road and the com¬ 
mittee tried to purchase three 
acres of land from Buckner 
who would not sell that amount 
but promised to give one-half 
acre for a church ground. 

Different committees 
were chosen to secure the 
nails, rafters, shingles, plant, 
etc. for the new building. In 
connection with the building a 
lime kiln was set up where the 
Bullskin Road crosses Willow 
Creek. 

A certain date was set to 
work on the church building. 
The members were supposed 
to help and those failing to do 
so were required to furnish a 
bushel of wheat for each day 
that they failed to work. 

In October of 1827 the 
church was appropriated for 
the use of a school house and 
money was collected by sub¬ 
scription to be used in buying 
a stove and finishing the build¬ 
ing.

VISIT THE IMPRISONED 

This corporal work of mercy is a difficult one for many 
to embrace because of justifiable feelings of sympathy 
for the victims of crime. But, visiting and helping the 
imprisoned does not in any way diminish the rights or 
dignity of the victims of crime, and in many cases, there 
is no clear victim of crime. Many inmates in U.S. prisons 
are there for possession of illegal drugs, and they are the 
true victims of their own crimes, and even when there is a 
victim, the criminal always harms him- or herself as well 
by committing a crime. Worldwide, there are many who 
are in prison for political reasons or issues of conscience. 
Some of the values which we should bring to bear on this 
issue are the dignity of all human beings, the need for 
and possibility of conversion, and trying to enhance the 
common good. There are many programs which focus on 
prison outreach and job training for inmates, and there is 
much that we can do, both individually and as a society, to 
help the imprisoned make a transition to a more productive, 
satisfying life. We should learn about programs in our area 
where we can help the imprisoned, and support policies 
and programs which give those who have served time a 
reasonable chance of leading a good and productive life.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services

Child Find 


The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indeflnite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as deflned by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (lEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing “ChildFind'’ system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District And any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name 
and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents 
or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and And out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services.

School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special

Written Policies and Procedures have been developed which describe the District’s 
requirements regarding the confidentiality of personally identiflable information and 
“Child Find” activities. There are copies in the Principal’s office of each school, and in the 
Board of Education office. Copies of these Policies and Procedures may be obtained by 
contacting: Director of Special Education, Augusta Independent Schools, 207 Bracken 
Street, Augusta, KY 41002.

The Augusta Independent School District provides a public notice in the native language 
or other mode of communication of the various populations in the geographical boundaries 
of the District to the extent feasible.

Matthew 
is now reeovering and let’s 
pray that this eoneludes 
the ‘surgery ehapter’ of the 
Jefferson’s story for a while!

Last Wednesday we met 
with the Division of Waste 
Management for the Buffalo 
Traee Area Tire Amnesty to 
diseuss the fall amnesties.

That teehnology 
was put to use in 2012 
when doetors in a Miehigan 
Children’s Hospital were 
able to use plastie partieles 
and a 3-D Laser printer to 
ereate an airway splint to 
save the life of a baby boy 
who used to stop breathing 
nearly every day. After 
“printing out” 100 tiny tubes 
in various shapes and sizes 
the doetors reeeived speeial 
permission from the Food 
and Drug Administration for 
this medieal first to implant 
one of these tubes in the baby. 
The plastie used is designed 
to degrade and gradually be 
absorbed by the body over 
three years as healthy tissue 
forms to replaee it. The little 
boy is two years old now 
and doing quite well due to 
the 3-D printer. Our original 
artiele explained that these 
3-D printers will beeome 
available to average eitizens 
and the plastie filament used 
to ereate the objeet will be 
derived from plastie bottles. 
We remain truly amazed 
at the staggering amount 
of teehnology available to 
modem man! 

These teehnologies are 
frightening to some of us 
more mature eitizens, but 
while in the hospital this 
morning, Ms. Bug did learn 
the basies of texting! That’s 
not to say this is knowledge 
that will be used on a daily 
basis, but at least now a 
return message ean read 
more than “ok”! While our 
message to you is more labor 
intensive, we hope everyone 
ean (with little teehnology 
needed) RECYCLE, REUSE 
and REDUCE to keep 
God’s earth elean, green and 
beautiful! Be seein’ you

AUGUSTA INDEPENDENT SCHOOLS 
Notification of Rights under FERPA 
for Elementary and Secondary Schools 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
(FERPA) affords parents and students over 18 years of 
age (“eligible students”) certain rights with respect to the 
student’s education records. These rights are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review the student’s 
education records within 45 days of the day the School 
receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the 
School principal [or appropriate school official] a written 
request that identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. 
The School official will make arrangements for access 
and notify the parent or eligible student of the time and 
place where the records may be inspected. 

(2) The right to request the amendment of the 
student’s education records that the parent or eligible 
student believes are inaccurate, misleading, or otherwise 
in violation of the student’s privacy rights under FERPA. 

Parents or eligible students who wish to ask the School 
to amend a record should write the School principal [or 
appropriate school official], clearly identify the part of the 
record they want changed, and specify why it should be 
changed. If the School decides not to amend the record 
as requested by the parent or eligible student, the School 
will notify the parent or eligible student of the decision 
and advise them of their right to a hearing regarding the 
request for amendment. Additional information regarding 
the hearing procedures will be provided to the parent or 
eligible student when notified of the right to a hearing. 

(3) The right to privacy of personally identifiable 
information in the student’s education records, except 
to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without 
consent. 

One exception, which permits disclosure without 
consent, is disclosure to school officials with legitimate 
educational interests. A school official is a person 
employed by the School as an administrator, supervisor, 
instructor, or support staff member (including health or 
medical staff and law enforcement unit personnel); a 
person serving on the School Board; a person or company 
with whom the School has outsourced services or 
functions it would otherwise use its own employees to 
perform (such as an attorney, auditor, medical consultant, 
or therapist); a parent or student serving on an official 
committee, such as a disciplinary or grievance committee; 
or a parent, student, or other volunteer assisting another 
school official in performing his or her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest 
if the official needs to review an education record in order 
to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the School discloses education records 
without consent to officials of another school district in 
which a student seeks or intends to enroll, or is already 
enrolled if the disclosure is for purposes of the student’s 
enrollment or transfer. 

(4) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. 
Department of Education concerning alleged failures by 
the School to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

Public Health asks 
for Statewide 
Input on Heaith 
Assessment Survey 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health 
(DPH) is seeking the input 
of Kentucky residents for 
the state health improve¬ 
ment plan. Kentuckians 
can provide their thoughts 
and insights into improv¬ 
ing the health of the Com¬ 
monwealth by Ailing out the 
online survey at: http://chfs. 
ky. gov/ dph/ CenterforPerfor- 
manceManagement.htm by 
Aug. 1. 

DPH recently drafted 
the state health assessment 
to carefully examine the 
health of the population and 
identify key problems and 
assets in Kentucky. The ulti¬ 
mate goal is to provide data 
to guide decision making for 
a State Health Improvement 
Plan. 

“The Department for 
Public Health is asking for 
your input to decide what 
priorities to focus on for the 
Kentucky State Health Im¬ 
provement Plan,” said DPH 
Commissioner Stephanie 
Mayfleld, M.D. “Once pri¬ 
orities have been vetted with 
various stakeholders, goals 
and objectives will then be 
drafted and used along with 
other, previously determined 
goals set forth by various 
public health partners. We 
plan to capitalize on progress 
already achieved in this area 
and use additional input to 
broaden outreach and build 
a healthier Kentucky.” 

Currently, Kentucky 
ranks 50th in smoking, 40th 
in obesity, 50th in cancer 
deaths and very low in sta¬ 
tus for many other important 
health indicators. Overall, 
Kentucky currently ranks 
44th among all states in ma¬ 
jor health status categories, 
according to the America’s 
Health Rankings Proflle for 
2012 . 

“The main objective of 
the state health improve¬ 
ment plan is to address these 
negative health indicators 
by developing a roadmap 
to transform Kentucky from 
a state that consistently re¬ 
ports poor health status to 
one that supports dynamic 
initiatives to help Kentuck¬ 
ian’s lead healthier lives,” 
said Dr. Mayfleld. “Now is 
the time to make a move in 
the right direction. Too many 
Kentuckians are dying from 
issues that can be prevented. 
This will take public health, 
community partners, and the 
general public to weigh in on 
the best strategies to move in 
that direction.”

KFB Pres. Haney statement 
on national farm bill passage 


“The five-year national 
farm bill recently passed by 
the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives kept the agricul¬ 
tural agenda moving toward 
sound policy for rural Ken¬ 
tucky and all of America. 
We thank Kentucky’s Con¬ 
gressional delegation and 
their staff for recognizing 
that agriculture must have a 
strong, effective safety net 
and for their commitment 
to working with our organi¬ 
zation to serve the best in¬ 
terests of Kentucky’s farm¬ 
ers throughout the farm bill 
discussion. 

“While the bill did pass, 
Kentucky Farm Bureau’s 
members believe there is 
still more work to be done. 
We look forward to seeing a 
five-year farm bill come to 
fruition and having it signed 
by President Obama, firmly 
establishing a comprehen¬ 
sive farm policy with the 
safety net that will ensure 
a safe and affordable food 
supply. 

“The farm bill obvi¬ 
ously has significant impact 
to farmers, but its reach is 


much broader than just agri¬ 
culture. It supports agricul¬ 
tural research and extension 
programs, upgrades water 
and sewer lines, expands 
energy efficiency programs, 
and provides the overall 
infrastructure needed for a 
variety of other rural devel¬ 
opment projects. This bill 
affects all Americans, and 
we should watch and evalu¬ 
ate the path this bill is tak¬ 
ing very closely. 

“We understand that 
strategies important in 
moving an effective safety 
net for American agricul¬ 
ture can be difficult. While 
we don’t think it was ideal 
to split the farm bill from 
the nutrition program, we 
will continue to work with 
the Kentucky Congressio¬ 
nal delegation to see a vi¬ 
able safety net established 
for agriculture. 

“As the House reviewed 
the farm bill, we were 
pleased by its vote to pro¬ 
ceed under closed rule. H.R. 
2642 needed to be reviewed 
and considered judiciously, 
but without the addition of

any unfriendly amendments 
that would have signifieant- 
ly weakened the farm bill. 

“However, we are 
deeply concerned with the 
House’s repeal of perma¬ 
nent law that historically 
served as the incentive for 
national farm bills to be re¬ 
authorized.

additional safety net to be 
established. If not, future 
sessions of Congress could 
decide there is no need to 
revisit national farm policy, 
and that is simply unaccept¬ 
able. If current permanent 
law is repealed, it must be 
replaced with new perma¬ 
nent law that does not con¬ 
tain any sunset provisions.”
